train robbery, they might now be alive, 
bnt emulation of the James boys proved 
their ruin. This was their first at- 
tempt at bank robbery and thair last 

piece of outlawry, "nie six outlaws 
came into town together on horsebaok 

about 0:30 o'clock and leaving their 
horses in an alley, walked rapi(Uy across 
the fl<iuare and four entei-ed Condon's 
bank and two the First National. At 
Condon'rt bunk the desperadoes were 
told by e'asliier Ball that the lock would 
not be opn until 10 o'clock, so holding 
their Winchesters on Ball and Teller 
Cari)ontor, said they would wait, taking 
meanwhile, the money in the drawer. 

Bob and Emmet Duton were the two 
who t'.ok in the First National. Here 
were ( ayhier Ayres, his son Bert, and 
Teller W. H. Shepperd. They were 
fmrced to give up all the nicjney in the 
safe, which was hastily shoved into 
bagK. Tim Dalfons then forced the 
three out ol' tlit- front door anil followed 
right afl< r them. The alarm had in the 
meantime hceii given, and ft^ the out- 
laws appeared, ( Jeorgo Culbin, a mer- 
chant, and Express Agent Cox shot one 
of them, badly woundiujf hini. 

The outlaws then returned the fire, 
killing ('ulbin. The rubber in Condon's 
bank shot out of the window hitting 
Ayres and Brown. Both robbers ran 
back through the bank when they were 
met by Baldwin and fatally wounded 
him. The eiti/'Us, being thoroughly 
aroused by this riino. were hot and 
heavy after tlic and, after a tiicht in 
whicli ( ity ?.>ii I . 'ciineliy wa« killed 
succeeded in '-!.< , thu four deBj)erados 
named and i;;. , u wounding Emmet, 
who lies in a rov^i.i iii- u.

This 
created Bui ii ;i diveision that other citi- 
zens were enabled to y,ft close enough to 
kill another of the robl)€r8. The two 
remaining r(d)l^rs dropped their plun- 
der and uiounled their horses, but a 
poese was ([Uickly in pursuit and one 
more of the bandit gang fell from his 
horse mortally wounded about two rniles 
from town. The sixth and last wa.s still 
being pursued at latest accounts. The 
man who got away is supposed to be 
Allie O'Oee. 

Great excitement prevails, and if the 
other man is found he wdl l)e summari- 
ly dealt with. The l.iigo rewards for 
the capture of the outlaws deatl or alive 
will, it the citizens' wishes are respect- 
ed, go to the famili*)s of the murdered citi- 
zens.

cloudless weatlier which prevailed. 

No rain is reported, except light show- 
ers from the eastern sections of the State. 
Ap*i^ f)K>m the heavy general rains of 
the 13th and 14th ultimo, there has been 
practically no precipitation of conse* 
quence in the State for mora than a 
tiliMitli. This tset bte rMdsked the soil 
very dry ami couse(iuently unfit for plow- 
ing and seeding, which Work has bien 
greatly delayed. Fall pastures are, as a 
rule, very j)oor, owing to the same cause. 
The greatest present need of fanners is 
an abundant rainfall. 

While the conditions described have 
been unfavorable to the work mentione<l, 
they have greatly haHtened the maturity 
of corn and tobacco. The former crop is 
now practically safe, and much of it is 
already cut. The prospects for tobacco 
have improved materially, and every- 
thing indicates a crop of the finest qual- 
ity, though it is probable that the amount 
will fall short of the average. About 
three*fonrtfa8 of it has been cut, and it is 

tliouglit that at the Iiif''st the entire iti ip 
will be safely housed within the next ten 
days. The lateness of the se as o n makes 
the danier Irani frast neater, but the 
comparatively small portion of the crop 
now oKpoaed, even if it is damaged, can 
not materially affect the genend charac- 
ter oi the yield.

A negro .Shoots a White Mam mmt MrntU a 
I.Ik* Fate Himself: 

Athens, Ga., Oct. 8.— The only polit- 
ical tragedy ao far roportad ia oonnec- 
tion ^th tha paodiaf politioal oam- 
paign, occurred yeatwday at Winter 
ville. .John Patterson, a negro, emerged 
from a hiding place and shot W. I. 
Tnck, a prominent citizen of Winter- 
ville, and cousin of Mayor Tuck, of this 
place, through the bowels. Tuck's in- 
joriee will probably prove fatal. 

The negro rra, rad, notwithstanding 
that ha waa poraoad by a large crowd, 
ha niada bia aaoapa for several hours.

He ^ attempted 
to get away bnt was pnnned and shot 
five times, but neVertheleas again es- 
caped.
